A. Hanlon, well known civil en- 
gineer, who has been employed as 
resident engineer since Kissner & 
Son commenced work on the con- 
tract, prepatcd the following ar- 
ticle especially for The Tribune.1 


The 3,000,000-GaUon Reservoir To 


Date. 


(By J. A. Ilanlon) 


For the first time in the history 


of Coshocton's public Murks, an 
enviable record oi constructive 
management on the part oi the 
municipal government up to the 
first' of the present vear nou" 
promises to go on the rocks. 


The water work's system was in- 


stalled twenty-five years ago, and 
the sewering and street paving be- 
gan a lew years later, and continu 
iug i'rom year to year to the pres- 
ent until the total expenditure is 
now well over $400,000. During 
all that period there is not now 
recalled any controversies between 
the city and its contractors over 
the conduct oi' the work done or 
the meaning oi' specifications 01 
contracts nor was there any liti- 
gation resulting therefrom. 


During the earlier years of the 


20-year period last past the legis- 
lation toward, public 
improve- 


ments was entirely in the hands 
of the whole Council, as now, and 
the executive Avork in the hands 
of a Council Committee and the 
Engineer: myself as Engineer up 
to an including part of 1902, and 
Mr. Fisher as Engineer since that 
date. The specifications and plans 
were prepared by the Engineers 
as a part of their duties for all 
work except a few special con- 
tracts, and excepting the reservoir 
specifications and plans of las' 
year. 


Danger Ahead

lays and possible litigation which 
can certainly be avoided

An Honest Effort 


The "Supplemental Contract." 


so called, which has become so no- 
toi ions thru the numerous publish- 
ed references thereto by the Serv- 
ice Director, was, and is, an honest 
effort to cure deJ'eets in the oiiu- 
inal specifications and contracts, 
and as Engineer I recommended 
that some agreement or amended 
contract be entered into to put the 
work on a workable basis as to 
quantities and pi ices v\hi"h were 
loosely provided 
for in the eon- 


tract.

Unusual Specifications 


I 
Primarily, the conditions which 


made this amended contract ad- 
'visablc, originated in the most un- 
usual specifications, 
schedule of 


quantities and form of contract 
furnished to the city by Chester 
& Fleming that w as ever present- 
ed to contractors bidding on any 
work in this city. 


"Lump Sum" 


The specifications by inference 


purport to 
provide for the con- 


struction of the reservoir work on 
a "lump sum" plan, which means, 
if it means anything, that the ex- 
act sum which is the aggregate of 
the quantities multiplied by rates 
is not to be altered on final settle- 
ment whether the labor performed 
or the material furnished is great- 
er or less than the Engineer s 
esti-nate. This is the construction 
nut moii the specifications by (In- 
former Board of Control who con-i 
tracted with Chester & Fleming, 
and confirmed by Mr. Fleming 
here ten days ago, also the Serv- 
ice Director is quoted as reporl- 
injr to the Council that he was be- 
ing advised that he would be held 
liable for anv amount lie approved 
for payment over the aggreirale 
of the bid of Klssner & Sons, $3.1,- 
652.00. 


Not In Contract 


Xow the term "lump sum" is 


not found in the specifications or 
contract but the general makeup 
is such that such interpretation 
might be placed on the language 
used as to bar the contractor from 
any compensation for any hibur 
performed, or man-rial furnished 
required to complete the reservoir 
according to plans and specifica- 
tions in excess of the Engineer's' 
estimate of quantities, aitlio bids! 
were invited, accepted and w ri1J<-n ! 
into the contract at unit prices as, 
only a portion of the items com- 
posing the schedule of quantities.]

Shippers faced certain niin and something had to he done quickly. 


The federal fj<iverm>:rnt took the matter under consideration and de- 
cided to establish a fedora I insurance Inn-can. 
The step was bitterly 


opposed and the cry uf "Socialism" was raised. 


But the administration was not deterred. 
Premiums were made 


so moderate that under the circumstances shippers gladly paid them. 
It was an exp"riment ami the officials had no way of determining: 
whether the govern incut would break even. Events .so far have 
tended to prove that the rate's as lirst established are entirely suf- 
ficient to maintain the bureau. 


The marine insurance companies now wish they had f,'0t into tin 


frame. 
It has not proved as haxardou.s as they believed it would; 


they now find they could have made a lot of money by taking the 
risks. For the government shows a handsome profit on the business 
transacted so far, and hnsi every reason to believe it can soon lower 
Ihe rates, as it does not seek to make money. 


Since the bureau ua.s organized and the government began writ- 


ing marine insurance, it has received in premiums $2,1!)4,454. Tin 
losses so far sustained have amounted to only $695,084, leaving a 
prbfit to date of some $1,498,469. Of course the government's lia- 
bility has not wholly ended, as some of the ships and cargoes paying 
the premium are still at sea, and may still incur losses. 
Hut for the 


most port the premiums are earned, since the vessels with their car- 
goes have reached their ports and there is no Ion per any liability. 


It is true there is much opposition in many quarters when gov- 


ernment, state or national, undertakes any function usually limited 
10 the. field of private endeavor. 
But the character of this opposition 


should always be taken into consideration. 


It may be honest. There are well founded arguments against 


any government assuming the functions of the private citizen. But 
opposition of this kind may also be dishonest. It may arise from a 
selfish fear that the government will do for the sake of service, and 
thus do well, the things private enterprise too often does merely for 
profits and does in a slipshod, dishonest way. 


IN THE LAND OF THE PENGUINS. 


Anatole Thibault, the profound French satirist, in his delightful 


work, "Penguin Island." goes to the sen-bound home of the pengu- 
ins, those up-standing, flightless, aquatic birds of the southern hemis- 
phere, and there lays the scene of that famous satire on the founda- 
tion of our modern social compact. 


With clever cynicism ho shows how the most orthodox institu- 


tions of today were estaMished by brute force without repard to 
'right or justice or to the ethical proprieties. In the land of the pen- 
guins, as the following extract shows, :m- being re-enacted today the 
scenes which marked !he rise of our own civilization:

CELLS IN THE HUMAN BODY, 


How the Colon!** Liv*. Thrive, In- 


crease and Do Their Work. 


Our bodio* and the bodies of all 


physical life arc composed of cells. 
Man's body is a great colon)- of 
cells, each cell having ita own work 
to do to keep the colony alive. 


These body cells are among the 


tiniest things in nature, being, of 
course, microscopic. 
They are BO 


minute that one can scarcely im- 
agine anything so tiny, and these 
cells are made of protoplasm, which 
ia like the white of an egg. 


Bones, muscles, blood, uertrcs and 


body tissue, all are made of just 
such cells, and they increase their 
numbers by dividing themselves. 
When cells become too old to divide 
any more they grow into the shape 
they are to keep. 


In all plants the sap is carried to 


the different parts of the plant by 
passing on from cell to cell. 


A muscle cell builds muscle, a 


tissue cell tissue. Some cells make 
blood: others carry it where it is 
needed, und others still—the nerve 
cells—help transmit sensations.

Those are culled dead 
elements, and no one of the four by 
itself can be ahrc. but wheft they 
arc all combined in the wonderful 
form called protoplasm the combi- 
nation is alive. 


When our bodies die (her «cparate. 


into these four same element* again. 


The very lowest form of life we 


know at present is composed of only 
one toil. This niiini.il is called the 
amoeba, and it lives in water, slime 
and mud. If you nhould put n bit of 
mud or slime on a dish and look at 
it under n stronp microscofN? you 
would ,«ee a tiny moving m.i*s that 
re?emMe< Ir.in^vircnt jelly, and it 
would br aliie.

From childhood I bad a pawtoo for 


personating some character. In otnet 
words, I waa bora with dramatic In- 
clinations. When quite a little gin I 
read Shakespeare's plays that I found 
lit my father's library and took pleas- 
ure In spouting the line* of the hero- 
ines. One day I would be Juliet lean- 
lug over the famous balcony; anottwt 
1 would be Queen Catherine; another, 
Ilosalind.

days wheu real playa were enacted ou 
the stage, before the coming on of the 
scenic wonders, burlesques and the like 
that bure driven the drama away, 
bad been taking minor parts for sev 
era! years aud had been an under 
study for one part. Had the actress 
under whom I was studying ever been 
sufficiently Indisposed to permit me to 
take her place it might hare enable* 
uie to make a hit But she never fall 
ed to appear. 


A celebrated playwright wrote a pluj 


which he called "Joan of Arc." He 
wrote the part of Joan, expecting tha 
Mme. G.. then the moat remarkable 
tragedienne on the stage, would im 
personate the Maid of Orleans. Mem 
bers of our profession when th 
climb to the top round of tbe ladde 
are apt to forget the snubs they have 
endured when they were struggling on 
the lower rounds aud to delight In 
showing their independence, or perhap 
it Is the memory of these very euubs 
that gives them a desire to exercise 
their own sweet will. At any rate 
Mme. G. without giving any reason re- 
fused to play the part.

LONDON'S BRIDGES. 


The Fir«t of These Historic Structure* 


Named a Juvenile Gam*. 


Can you remember when you were 


a little tyke and played "London bridge 
Is falling down" during recess or nt 
children's parties when the girls were 
not too much diessed up? Tne game 
always ended with a vigorous pull of 
the opposing sides, with the result that 
usually both forces went down in the 
dust. Did you know that that child- 
ish game was one of the genuine an- 
tiques and that it could trace Its origin 
to a real historic fact? The first bridge 
over the Thames, at the headwaters of 
navigation, about half a mile above the 
Tower, was so old that the story of its 
construction is lost in a maze of myths. 
Its fall, however, Is a matter of record. 
It happened on the ICth of November, 
1019, and it was the result of the most 
devastating storm and the most terrific 
aud sudden flood that London had ever 
seen 


That first bridge was entirely of 


wood. It was not rebuilt for almost a 
century, and the second bridge con- 
sisted of stone arches, resting on deep 
piling. It was forty feet wide and al- 
most a thousand feet long. Houses 
were built along the bridee. also rest- 
ing on piling, until the bridge looked 
like n city «trcct. 
These buildings 


were swept away by fire in 1000. In 
the middle of the bridge v.ufca draw, 
with a tower, on -which were exhibited 
the heads of Englishmen who were ex- 
ecuted for treason against tito kings of 
England. The present London bridge 
was begun In 18-J4. a little way above 
the old one. ami it Is of such massive 
construction th:iL there is little danger 
of Us e\er "fulling down."—St. Loul* 
Globe-Democrat.
